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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments about claim 1 6 are not 
persuasive, the Examiner's concluion that the membrane of refrence WO 739 an the present membrane (claim 16) have the same 
structure is not based on "own technical knowledge", as argued, but on the teachings of the reference, and as results of comparing the 
process of making the membrane. The referece WO 739 teaches, that "if coating ticker thant "0.5 to 6 microns are desired, multiple 
coatings my be appied, which corrects pinlhole defects that may ocurs when a single layer is applied (page 3, second paragraph). Both 
membranes can be added by the same process, e.g. solvent casting. Casting a layer on top of a firt layer, in which the solvent inhently 
dissolves part of the first layer (creating the seamless boundary). Regarding claim 22, the thickness is within the ranges disclosed in the 
reference, which, also teaches minimzing the (total) membrane tickness to maximze the diffusion rate of gases. The membrane does not 
exclude to coatings of about 0.5 to 1 micrometers, that wil be within the range of the total thickness required (0.5-6 microns). For these 
reasons the rejection is maintaned. 
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
